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MARSHAL BELLONI 


ENTERPRISE WILL BE 
ISSUED FRIDAY 


Marshal Belloni, or as he is 
generally designated, Chief Bel¬ 
loni, has shown excellent judg¬ 
ment throughout the entire po¬ 
lice situation in this city and we 
wish to publicly commend him 
for his action. 

On all sides we have heard 
none but the best reports about 
him. both in his private life and 
as an officer. His removal from 
the force or contemplated de¬ 
motion would have been a grave 
injustice to the man, for it would 
have placed a stir la upon him 
which, according to the general 
opinion freely exp esed, would 
not have been wart anted. 

As a man who has done his 
duty to his country and to his 
mother and the family, he stands 
high in the erxeem of all. In 
regard to his duty as an officer 
and public official, it must be 
considered that he stands in the 
same relative position in that 
respect as do al! other officers 
in the smaller communities. 

In other words, being an ap¬ 
pointive officer, the incumbent 
is guided by those in higher au¬ 
thority and our contention is 
that the police affairs of a com¬ 
munity are regulated in accord¬ 
ance with the wishes and man¬ 
dates of the police commission¬ 
ers and not the members of the 
police department. 

In other words, the police 
matters are regulated no better 
or no worse than the police com¬ 
missioners wish it. 


Commencing with this issue, 
The Enterprise will be issued 
on Friday instead of on Thurs¬ 
day as heretofore. Owing to the 
increase in advertising and the 
several new innovations in our 
news section, we will be able to 
give even better service than in 
the past, and it has been found 
necessary to issue the paper as 
stated above. By this new ar¬ 
rangement we will be able to 
give our readers later news. 


All those who have not regis¬ 
tered in this city since January, 
1924, must register in order to 
be able to vote at the forthcom¬ 
ing recall election. Any citizen 
otherwise qualified to vote and 
who has resided in this state for 
one year, in the county ninety 
days and in the city for thirty 
(lays is qualified to register and 
vote. 

Everybody, however, must reg¬ 
ister after January 1, 1926, in 
order to vote at any election 
next year. 

Tlie candidates elected at the 
forthcoming election, provided 
the three incumbents are re¬ 
called, will be elected for the 
unexpired term. This question 
has been raised and The Enter¬ 
prise ascertained the facts from 
official sources. Some con¬ 
tended that they would serve 
only until the next election, but 
this is an error. The recall 
election will probably be held 
early in October, provided the 
petitions are found to be in 
order. 


The petition for a recall of Mayor 
McNellis, Trustee McCaffrey and 
Trustee Blank is now in circulation 
and it is definitely stated that the 
sponsors of the recall are going 
through with the proposition dispite 
the fact that the board of trustees has 
practically rescinded, or rather recon¬ 
sidered. its former action and has not 
officially demoted Chief Belloni. 

Mayor McNellis, on a direct question 
from the reporters present on Monday 
night, stated that the matter of mak¬ 
ing the change in the police depart¬ 
ment lias been definitely deferred. 

That there is a pronounced effort to 
carry the recall to a successful con¬ 
clusion is no secret and the sponsors 
of this movement are not in the least 
backward in stating that the police 
situation is but one of the factors in¬ 
volved. In other words, according to 
the recall advocates, this measure was 
going through regardless of what 
action was taken on the police situa¬ 
tion. 

The petition is now in circulation 
and from authentic sources The En¬ 
terprise is informed that it is being 
strongly supported. In fact, from re¬ 
ports just before press time, it is 
practically assured that South San 
Francisco will record a recall. The 
Enterprise, at this early stage, will 
refrain from any further comment 
owing to the fact that there are so 
many conflicting stories and so many 
angles to the situation. It is, of 
course, deplorable that a recall 1 b con¬ 
sidered necessary in the foremost 
manufacturing center of San Mateo 
county, and it. is the intention of this 
publication to report fads as they 
progress in an Impartial and fair man¬ 
ner throughout. We can assure our 
r. aders and the citizens in general 
that when the proper time comes this 
publication will not be found strad¬ 
dling the fence on the issue. 


Superintendent W. B. Lewis of the 
Yosemite national park has issued a 
bulletin to the motoring public stat¬ 
ing that the control system on the 
Wawona road between the floor of 
Yosemite valley and Inspiration point 
will be discontinued. This will be 
welcome news in automobile touring 
circles, for it will eliminate all delays 
in entering the park over this popular 
scenic route. The control system on 
the Wawona road has been in effect 
for the past ten years and its discon¬ 
tinuance has been brought about by 
the recent widening of the highway 
and the reduced grades that have been 
established. 

According to Lewis' bulletin, "the 
reconstruction of the Wawona road 
between the floor of the valley and In¬ 
spiration point during the past few 
months has made the removal of the 
control system safely possible. All 
but one-half mile of road between 
Yosemite valley and Inspiration point 
has been widened to a full travel 
width of twenty feet, and the curves 
and grades considerably modified. 

.Many Turnouts 

"The short section not rebuilt has 
been provided with numerous turn¬ 
outs, so that this road will accomodate 
two-way travel with complete safety. 

"Further reconstruction of the Wa¬ 
wona road is not contemplated at this 
time. Motorists are now assured of 
no travel delays in entering Yosemite 
national park over this popular south¬ 
ern automobile route. 

"The Alder creek checking station, 
near the park entrance, will open to 
incoming cars between 7 a. m. and 8 
p. m. Outgoing automobiles may 
check through this station any time 
between 7 a. m. and 10 p. m. The 
Bridal Veil checking station, on Lie 
floor of Yosemite valley, will be open 
to incoming machines between s a. m. 
and lo p. m. Motorists leaving Yo¬ 
semite valley may check through this 
station any time between 6 a. in. 
and s p. m. 

“During the past week 13,619 per¬ 
sons entered Yosemite national park, 
as compared with 7,580 visitors for a 
similar period lust year showing a 
gain of 6,039 people for the week.” 


When President of the Board Mc¬ 
Nellis called the city fathers together 
on Monday night he and his colleagues 
were confronted with some four hun¬ 
dred representative citizens of South 
San Francisco. Long before the meet¬ 
ing started standing room was at a 
premium and the overflow took pos¬ 
session of every vaniage point, includ¬ 
ing the raised platform upon which 
is located the circular table at which 
the board of trustees holds forth. 

The press table was augmented by 
representatives from the San Fran¬ 
cisco newspapers and there was a 
general air of suspense and expect¬ 
ancy during the session. 

Chief Belloni was at his regular sta¬ 
tion and a semblance of a smile was 
noticeable upon his face, for the great 
attendance at this regular session was 
a pronounced tribute to this very ca¬ 
pable and gentlemanly officer at the 
head of South San Francisco’s police 
department. 

Routine business was transacted 
and throughout the session the large 
crowd remained orderly and patient. 
When it became apparent shortly after 
9:30 that practically all the routine 
business had been disposed of, there 
was a noticeable squirming in seats 
and considerable murmuring. It is 
safe to say that at least nine-tenths of 
those assembled expected some "fire¬ 
works.” 

"Have you anything further to bring 
up at this meeting'.”’ asked President 
McNellis of the board, of City Clerk 
Dan McSweeney. 

“Nothing further that I know of,” 
replied the city clerk. 

"The chairman will entertain a mo¬ 
tion lo adjourn." remarked the mayor, 
and before the large concourse of citi¬ 
zens realized the full extent of this 
move, the meeting was over without a 
single reference to the vital question 
pertaining to the demotion of the 
popular chief of police. 

As the fact dawned upon those as¬ 
sembled. however, and they realized 
that no public action would be taken, 
a general murmur of protest, inter¬ 
spersed with "boos" and hisses, greet¬ 
ed the city fathers and aside from 
this manifestation of pronounced dis¬ 
approval. the four hundred citizens 
dispersed. 


We take the liberty of publishing an 
editorial which appeared in the Bur¬ 
lingame Advance of August 5 and will 
state that with the greater portion of 
this editorial we heartily agree, al¬ 
though we beg to differ slightly in 
regards to South San Francisco ref¬ 
erence. With the balance of the edi¬ 
torial we are heartily in accord ami 
can state truthfully that we are not 
included in the list of newspapers con¬ 
trolled by the combination which we 
know exists in San Mateo county and 
which is becoming bolder every month. 

We herewith publish the editorial 
and will comment more in detail upon 
it in our next issue: 

“South San Francisco government 
is about to enter the throes of a recall 
election. As a consequence the town 
will suffer, for business boycotts al¬ 
ways follow In the wake of local 
squabbles. I'u in the factory town 
the recullers allege that the mayor has 
been imbibing and other things, and 
Captain Goff, hend of the liquor en¬ 
forcement for this district, says the 
worst conditions In his district prevail 
in Mouth San Francisco, which was in¬ 
terpreted by the trustees to mean that 
the chief of police was negligent and 
sufficient reason for the proposal to 
remove the chief. War is on and it 
perhaps makes little difference which 
side wins. 

“San Mateo county needs something 
more thnn a recall in some town or 
other to clean it up. The llquor-gam- 
bllng-politlco ring is all powerful and 
controls the county us well as most 
of the towns politically. Four mur¬ 
ders or unsolved killings have oc¬ 
curred in this county, three In the 
past year. It is freely admitted that 
liquor is coming into this county by 
the coast towns and truckloads of it 
go into the city weekly. Bootleg joints 
are on every highway and byway and 
illicit distilleries could lie found In 
number sufficient to fill a warehouse 
were anyone but patrons looking for 
them. 

“Little wonder that Captain Goff 
says that South San Francisco is the 
worst place in his district. Little dif¬ 
ference does it make what becomes of 
the recall In that town so long as pub. 
He opinion is latent und looks on with 
little concern. The liquor-gumbllng- 
polltico ring has drawn to its support 
forces in every town and district in 
tlie county. Men and women are un¬ 
wittingly lending- themselves to it be¬ 
lieving they are on the opposite side, 
so cleverly does this combination 
work. Prohibitionists are lined up 
(unknowningly, of course) with this 
combination. Quietly, cunningly und 
cleverly has the combination been 
built up until it includes resectabil¬ 
ity as well us the weak, the shifty 
and profit-making heads of the ring. 

“The ring controls newspapers und 
officials and plys in every town Its 
trade of politics, booze and boodle 
right up to the very front doors of the 
righteous. 

“There are enough hig, clean und 
intelligent, home loving und law abid¬ 
ing people in this county to dean up, 
but they are asleep while the ring is 
busy. They are going to church while 
the liquor trueks pass the church 
doors. They are complacent in their 
delightful home life while the hoodie 
is being passed out in the rendezvous. 
They are squabbling over minor 
things while the big game of politics 
and profits Is being played under their 
noses. The South Sun Francisco 
squabble is but u sideshow to the big 
10-ring circus that steadily goes on.** 


Expect No Great 
Difficulty Here 


Much has been said about the pro¬ 
posal to redistrict San Mateo county 
and some of the county press inti¬ 
mated that there would be a great po¬ 
litical battle in this connection. The 
matter, it was decided by the board of 
supervisors on Monday night, would 
come up on Monday, September 7. 

From reliable authority we are in¬ 
formed that county officials generally 
favor the reapportionment. 

When one considers that First town¬ 
ship, in which is located South San 
Francisco, Colma, Daly City, San 
Bruno, Millbrae, Lomita Park and 
Easton, as well as a number of 
smaller communities, has a voting 
strength of 6,700, and Second town¬ 
ship has a voting strength of 7,600, 
Third township with 3,400 in round 
numbers, and with Fourth township 
with 700 and Fifth township with 380, 
one can readily see the injustice of 
tlie entire matter. 

In other words. Townships 4 and 5, 
with a total vote of a little over one 
thousand registered voters, has two 
representatives on the board. Or, take 
it this way: Township 5, with but 380 
votes, has as great a voting power on 
the board of supervisors as has First 
township with 6,700 votes and Second 
township with 7,600 votes. 

Let us have a redistricting by all 
means. 


Manager Makes 
Official Report 


Manager Phil Thompson of the 
South San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, at the request of Mayor 
McNellis, at the regular hoard of 
trustees’ meeting on Monday night, 
gave a very comprehensive verbal re¬ 
port on the progress made by the 
executive committee of the committee 
of one hundred having the public im¬ 
provements matter and proposed bond 
issue in charge. 

He stated that the committee had 
held a meeting with prominent land¬ 
scape engineers in regards to beauti¬ 
fying the civic center and improving 
th«* three parks. It is estimated that 
this cost would be about $3,500. Mr. 
Thompson also stated that the board 
of fire underwriters were in the city 
working on the matter of fire protec¬ 
tion and a report was expected in the 
near future. 

In connection with the civic im¬ 
provements lie suggested that the city 
arrange for the payment of $375 to 
defray the cost of preparing plans and 
specifications along the lines of the 
$3,500 scheme, lie (minted out that 
any unit of this scheme could be used 
and that by having the plans and 
specifications, matters could be facili¬ 
tated. 

it was finally decided to call a spe¬ 
cial meeting for next Monday evening, 
when the matter would be finally 
taken up and the plans examined. 


May Participate 
In Grand Jubilee 


County Tax Collector Ambrose Mc¬ 
Sweeney, at the board of trustees’ 
meeting on Monday right, brought the 
matter of South San Francisco partici¬ 
pating in the big parade in San Fran¬ 
cisco during the Diamond Jubilee to 
the fore, as suggested in an editorial 
in The Enterprise recently. 

The progressive county official de¬ 
clared that South Sau Francisco, the 
leading industrial center of San Mateo 
county, should have a float in keeping 
with the district. 

lie pointed out It t be brought the 
matter up at this time owing lo the 
fact that the time was limited. 

The board heartily endorsed the 
suggestion and Manager I’liil Thomp¬ 
son of the chamber of commerce was 
called upon to offer an opinion from 
the standpoint of that organization. 

Mr. Thompson suggested that a rep¬ 
resentative committee be appointed to 
take up tile matter, it was suggested 
that the Manufacturers' association be 
consulted and a committee, including 
Mr. McSweeney, the sponsor of the 
local participation, was appointed. 

Secretary Hodgkins of the Mer¬ 
chants' association reported that his 
organization had already discussed the 
matter and in fact had taken the ini¬ 
tiative. A committee consisting of 
Mr. Thompson. Trustee Cunningham, 
Mr. McSweeney, Mr. Cavassa, Mr. 
Truax and City Attorney Davis now 
have the project in hand. 


MANY ARE REGISTERING 
FOR THE RECALL 


Quite a number of citizens who 
were not on the voters’ list, are now 
registering for the forthcoming re¬ 
call election, and it is anticipated that 
a greater vote will be cast than was 
the case in the election in April. 1924, 
when Trustees 11, F. McNeills, II. Mc¬ 
Caffrey and Carl Blank were elected. 

At that election there was a regis¬ 
tration of 1,502, while the total vote 
cast was 9S5. 

The law requires that in order to 
bring about u recall the petition must 
be signed by 25 per cent of those who 
voted al the last election. As there 
were 985 votes cast there would have 
to be 247 bona fide names on the 
petitions. It is understood that these 
petitions will be presented ut the next 
board of trustees’ meeting, one week 
from Monday. The city clerk will then 
have ten days in which to check over 
this list. The board then, provided 
everything is found In order and the 
petition is granted, will have to call 
an election in not later than forty 
days and not sooner than thirty days. 

Those qualified to vote and who are 
not now on the last voters’ list can 
register for this election. 

The vote In April. 1924. stood as 
follows: McNellis, 451; McCaffrey, 
417; Carl Blank, 429; (1. \V. ilolston. 
427; W. J. Highland, 299; Rod Ttb- 
bette, 260; Mrs. C. Winterhalter, 181; 
F. S. Schmidt, ss, and W. F. Vargus, 26.

It was pointed out to him that the 
board, or at least the members who 
suggested the matter, for it appears 
that Trustees Cunningham and Eschel- 
bach were not consulted at the start, 
desired an outside man rather than a 
man who was so well known in the 
city. 

Under these circumstances and in 
view of the fact that he was informed 
that no local man with sufficient po¬ 
lice experience could be secured, Mr. 
Lange came to the city. Mr. Lunge 
some years ago worked in this city. 
Also he was employed on the local 
street car system. 


Initiative Would 
Raise $20,000,000 
For State Highway 


Twenty million dollars for the Bay 
Shore highway and other state roads 
will be provided if an initiative meas¬ 
ure now in preparation for tne elec¬ 
tion of 1926 is endorsed by the people 
of the state. 

Assemblyman Robert McPherson of 
Vallejo, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, is sponsoring the 
measure, which, he says, contem¬ 
plates taking one-half of the amount 
out of the stale surpluses, the remain¬ 
ing $ lO.uuO.uoo to be raised by the 
means of a weight tax over a period 
of five years. The weight tuxes are 
to be in addition to the other fees at 
present collected by the stale motor 
vehicle department. 

The act provides that all fees col¬ 
lected uuder the provisions of the 
weight tax section are to be deposited 
in a road fund called the "initiative 
construction fund” and are to be ex¬ 
pended under the direction of the 
highway commission. None of this 
fund is to be expended for rights of 
way. grading, bridges or drainage 
structures. 

The measure declares that “all pub¬ 
lic roads now on the routes of the 
new additions to the state highway 
system shall become parts of such 
highways, without compensation being 
made thereof.”

ONE-BASE HITS 

By Jack Simpson. 


Sliding Into First Base. 

The old habit of sliding into first 
base to gain a close decision on an 
infield hit is slowly but surely dying 
out. Most of the modem hall pluyers ' 
were taught or schooled the Idea that 
this is a play that passed out of ex¬ 
istence when the game became more 
speedy. 

There are two faults to find with 
this play that did more to cast It into 
discard than anything else. First Is 
the danger of a player becoming In- i 
jured by the spikes of the baseman. 1 
First base Is the only one that must 
be touched by the baseman in order 
that the runner he retired unless it 
is a force play at some other base. 
The action around the base at so 
•lose a play Is fast and players are 
not s<» careful of where they plant 
their spikes. If the ankle of a base 
runner and the shoe of a baseman 
reach the base at the same time it Is 
very rarely that the runner will not 
receive an ugly spike wound that may 
put him on the hospital list for weeks. 

Besides the danger involved there 
Is a possibility that the throw may be 
wild. The runner bitting the dirt Is 
in no position to advance because he 
must regain his feet and get a stand¬ 
ing start and is very often thrown out 
at second base by only a foot or so. 

The player who refuses to slide 
into first base will be working at a 
disadvantage over the one who slides, 
not only f<»r the value he will be to 
the team In advancing an extra base 
on the overthrow but the fact that 
lie Is cautious and refuses to let him¬ 
self open to Injury by making a use¬ 
less slide to the initial sack.
